“Everybody who comes into Town 
knows where it’s going to be, and 
when it’s going to be,” said Bradford 
West Gwillimbury Mayor Doug White, 
arriving with his family to cut the 
ribbon and launch another season of 
local food, crafts and produce. 

There were new and returning 
vendors, including Sweet Hand- 
Made cookies, Mid-Valley Gardens 
and Hanemaayer Produce, Lakeview 
Gardens, Springh Farms, Everything 


Maple & More, Pioneer Honey, Sheldon 
Creek Dairies, and Carma Soaps. And 
this year, the Market has some extra 
financial stability, thanks to local 
sponsors, like Simply for Life, and Rob 
and Jean Keffer. 

The Market was packed with shoppers, 
enjoying the seasonal weather on 
Saturday, and the array of goods. 
Although the cold, wet spring delayed 
the growing season - and farmers are

Paying for 
policing? 

fundraisers won't pay for policing 
this year - but in 2015, some will 
be asked to pay at least a portion 
of the cost of providing uniformed 
officers and police cruisers for their 
activities. 

In 2013, South Simcoe Police 
were present at 33 community 
events in Innisfil and Bradford 
West Gwillimbury, providing 
security, enforcing road closures, 
providing escorts. While volunteer 
Auxiliary Officers provided much 
of the police presence, the events 
still resulted in about 360 hours of 
Overtime for uniformed officers. 

The estimated total cost to the 
Police Service was $23,257 last year. 
With the number of events 
increasing, and limited Auxiliary 
hours, the Police Service has 
been exploring models that 
would allow at least partial cost 
recovery. At present, some events 
- like Summerfest in Innisfil and 
Carrotfest in Bradford - already 
hire paid duty officers, to provide 
security at their Beer Gardens. A 
recent report looked at extending 
that model to other events. 

On May 26, the BWG-Innisfil 
Police Services Board considered 
3 options: The status quo, with the 
Service absorbing all costs; a Full 
Cost-Recovery model that would 
bill all events $63 per hour for a 
uniformed officer (4 hour min.), 

$30 per hour for a vehicle, plus a 
$100 permit fee - and a Partial Cost 
Recovery model. 

The Partial Cost Recovery model 
would exempt community events

The Towns of Innisfil and 
Bradford West GwilUmbury may be 
congratulating themselves, on their 
decision to keep the South Simcoe 
municipal Police Service, and turn 
down the option of OPP Policing. 

The OPP will be cancelling and 
renegotiating all of their municipal 
contracts at the end of 2014, to 
introduce a new funding model. 

BWG-Innisfil Police Services 
Board Chair Sharon Villani noted 
that there is concern among the 
contract municipalities - not only 
over increased costs, but also the loss 
of autonomy. Until new contracts 
are signed, all Section 10 Police 
Services Boards will become Advisory 
Committees, unable to make decisions 
or vote at the Ontario Association of 
Police Service Boards meetings. 

The situation was discussed at the 
recent OAPSB conference, held May 
21-24 in Toronto. 

The Nottawasaga Police Services 
Board is particularly concerned, 
Villani said, and has asked for 
extended powers. "That Board has 
made investments and bought

like festivals and carnivals 
open to the public at no 
cost, religious festivals, 
parades, and Town- 
sponsored events - but 
charge for police presence 
where alcohol is sold, or 
a fee is charged to attend, 
whether for financial gain 

Under this “blended” 
model, 22 events would still 
receive free policing - but 
11 would be asked to pay 
the full or partial cost of 
policing, generating about 
$8,746 in revenue. 

The Board opted to 
implement the Partial 
Recovery Model, in 2015. 


One of the events that 
will be asked to pay the full 
cost is the Heart & Stroke 
Foundation’s Big Bike for 
Stroke. Innisfil Mayor Barb 
Baguley defended the 
decision. "Pay the peace 
officers to keep the people 
safe while participating in 
the event," she said. "Big 
Bike pays elsewhere. Why 
shouldn’t they pay here?” 

Baguley noted that the 
municipalities can always 
sponsor an event or provide 
a grant equal to the cost of 
policing, to provide relief. 

South Simcoe Police will 
be contacting organizers of 
the 11 events listed for full 
or partial cost-recovery. 



For 8 of his 9 years, Ronin has been 
a Police Service Dog with the South 
Simcoe Police Service, partnered with 
handler PC Matt Tomlin.

clear: over the 
course of his 
career, Ronin was involved in 72 
criminal apprehensions, the recovery 
of hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
illicit drugs - and most importantly, 
the 2010 successful tracking of a 
person with mental challenges, who 


had wandered off in the middle of 
winter. Tragedy was averted; the 
missing person was found in time. 

In retirement, Ronin will live with 
PC Tomlin and his family, although 

not exacdy as a family pet. 
"He’ll always be a working 
dog,” Tomlin explained - 
even though, he noted as 
Ronin chewed on a toy, 
"he’s adjusting well to 
retirement. He’s got a great 
personality - very social.” 
PC Tomlin summed it 
up: "It's been a great 
8 years. Very exciting, 
very enjoyable, very 
rewarding.” 

Tomlin continues to 
serve with South Simcoe 
Police, but not as a Canine 
handler. Instead, he is 
taking the lead on a new 
program, to develop a Peer Support 
Team that will provide mental health 
resources to officers.

Every year, Bradford Legion 
Education Chair Vince Redgate invites 
local schools to enter the Legion 
Remembrance contests - asking 
students to submit their posters, 
poems and essays, in a salute to 
Canada’s veterans. 

On May 25, at the awards 
presentation ceremony, Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Mayor Doug White noted 
that the death of Bradford resident 
Sapper Brian Collier in 2010, while 
serving in Afghanistan, brought home 
that message of Remembrance. 
Bradford residents saluted as the 
cavalcade returning Brian’s casket 
travelled the Highway of Heroes; 
over 1,000 people attended the 
funeral at Bradford’s Holy Martyrs of 
lapan Church, and followed a route 
decorated with yellow ribbons. 

It was moving and emotional “to 
see the impact one life has on the 
community, on the world,” White said 
- but "in the 1st World War over 67,000 
Canadian soldiers were killed. There 
was no Highway of Heroes for those 
folks. There were too many of them.” 
Many of them did not come back, but 
remain where they fell, beneath white 
crosses. 

White told the students that their 
participation in the Remembrance 
Contest is more important "than 1st, 
2nd, 3rd.” There was no “Highway of 
Heroes” for those who gave their lives 
in earlier wars, but “your art and your 
creativity are doing that now,” he said. 
"We have no idea the Canada we’d be 
living in, if not for their sacrifice.” 

White urged everyone to make every 
day Remembrance Day, "because it is 
on their shoulders we stand. We wave 
the flag because they handed it to us."

MUNICIPAL CLASS ENVIRONMENTAL ASSESSMENT 

The Municipality of Bradford West Gwillimbury has completed a Municipal Class Environmental Assessment (EA) Study to 
assess the alternative solutions for the replacement of Newton Robinson Bridge on Line 10 over Penville Creek. The study 
was completed in accordance with the Schedule ‘B’ process of the Municipal Class Environmental Assessment, October 
2000, as amended in 2007 & 2011). 

The preferred solution resulting from the study is to replace the existing 1-lane Newton Robinson Bridge with a new 2-lane 
bridge.

Sitting Pretty! 

Water closet. Loo. John. 

Crapper. Toilet. 

There are many names 
for what has become 
an essential element of 
modem sanitation. 

On April 26, Bev 
Dietrich, Curator of the 
Guelph Civic Museum, 
presented an overview 
of the Museum’s "Sitting 
Pretty” exhibit to 
members of the Innisfil 
Historical Society, 
tracing the history of the 
toilet from chamber pot, 
to Sir John Harrington’s “perfecdy good model of a 
flush toilet” created for Queen Elizabeth I in 1596, 
to the porcelain fixture of today. 

For some reason, Harrington’s water closet never 
caught on, and there was no movement on toilet 
design until the 18th century, when Alexander 
Cummings filed a patent for a supposedly 
"odorless” water closet. Unfortunately for 
Cummings' claims, the low water pressure of the 
day meant it “couldn’t flush away.” 

There were more failed designs, like the “Pan 
Closet” and “The Hopper) before Thomas Twyford 
created a one-piece porcelain bowl that elevated 
the toilet to a work of art, decorated with everything 
from dolphins to painted swags of greenery. 

But it was Thomas Crapper who flushed away the 
competition. “You can’t talk about toilets without 
talking about Thomas Crapper,” noted Dietrich. 

“He relentlessly promoted sanitary services.” 

The “Royal Sanitary Engineer” eventually held 9 
patents - including the “syphonic flush” cistern, 
still in use today. 

Dietrich touched on the competing “Earth Closet'; 
the first composting toilet invented in 1889 by 
Rev. Henry Moule, that proved to be too labour 
intensive and too expensive; at $20, "the cost of the 
system simply outweighed the benefits.” 

In the days before running water, the chamberpot, 
the “bourdalou”(a small gravy boat-shaped porta- 
potty, used by women in their hoop skirts), the 
upholstered “closet stool” and chair commode 
were the indoor versions of sanitary servicing - and 
the outhouse was the outdoor version. 

That led to a discussion of Halloween pranks - 
and admissions from several Historical Society 
members that they had, in their youth, tipped over 
outhouses. 

BWG Heritage Home Tour

Stops include the Auld 
Kirk, 6 private homes built circa 1845 to 1882, and 
a refreshment stop at the historic Tec-We-Gwiil 
Women’s Institute Hall in Newton Robinson.
